Mormon Immigration, 

Orrawa, 18.—At the Department of 
Agriculiure it was ascertuined that the 
number of Icelandic settlers in the Nortb- 
west is about $8,000, or a tenth of the pop- 
ulation ot Iceland, The population of 
Gimli, the first Icelandic settlement, is 
rapidly increasing, and settiements are be- 
ing opened up alung the west shore of Lake 
Superior. Large numbere of Mormons are 
coming by way of Fort Macleod to the 
settlement in the Athubaska district. 

Orrawa, 20.-In view ot the large num- 
ber of Mormon families whieh are daily 
coming into the Canadian Northwest from 
Utah and settling near Fort Macleod, the

The day ot the buffalo is done and 
they can get no game, They have sent 
fot Gabriel Domont to come tu their assist- 
ance, and offer to place themselves under 
his leadership, swearing that they will all 
stund by him to give the last drop of their 
blood. It is understood that the Govern- 
ment are contiderably alarmed at the re- 
port of the organization and the armed re- 
sistance which have reached headquarters, 
and that the Lieutenant-Governor of the 
lerritories and the deputy Minister of the 
Interior vre on their way west with orders 
to investigate the state of affairs, and if 
possible to treat with the half-breeds,

H De Winton, secretary of the Wool 
Growers Association at Calgary has kindly 
furnished The Call with the following in- 
formation: — 

Within a radius of forty miles of this 
place there are at present about 40,000 head 
of sheep, mostly merino grades, commonly 
known as mountain sheep, and in fact all 
the original herds came from Montana for 
the last year or two. They bave been bred 
to Shropshire down bucks. The clip of 
wool this year is excellent in quantity and 
quality. The amount of wool this year 
will ve about 200,000 pounds, or ten car 
loads. It is all clipped now and ready for 
the market, but the eastern market is so 
low at present that owners of wool are hold- 
ing back for better prices, as they claim 
that by the time expenses are paid, such as 
freight; storage, commission ete., that the 
margin left is too small. This industry is 
only in its infancy here yet, and [ think a 
party who first starts a woollen factory in 
this neighborhood, will make his fortune 
as he will have an open field all to 
himself both to buy and sell in. —The Call.

Why Brands Grow on Stock, 

Correspondent Drover's Jourual: | see 
some man wishes to know why brands 
grow on stock, There has been a great 
deal of discussion in this matter, and it 
has been settled in Texas by judicial de- 
cision that it was due to the influence ot 
the moon, but from a close observation of 
20 years Tam led to the conclusion that 
the reason is due to twocauses: First, 
the character of the hide; on a thick, 
heavy skinned animal the brand will not 
grow as much; second, the method of 
branding; if your irens are hot and you 
make a good quick brand, not to deep, 
the brand will grow, but if your wrens are 
very hot and you cook the hide or burn 
very much then the brand will not grow, 
This last is the principal reason.

Phosphorur and Manganese in Basic 
Pig-iron, 

According to Herr ©, Reinhardt, the 
proportion of phosphorus and manganese 
in basic pig-iron is almost invariably great- 
er at the edger of a section than itis in the 
centre. In the case of slowly cooled gray 
cast lron, the quantities of phosphorus and 
manganese vary throughout the mass, but 
appear to do so together, In a mass of 
the metal, phosphorus is very unevenly dis 
tributed in the various layers, and its 
amount appears to be greatest at the sur. 
face, ‘Ihe same may besaid of nanganese, 
and with a rapidly cooled sample both me 
tals are found in the largest proportion, 
not only in the surface layer, but upon the 
whole exterior surface of the pig-iron.— 
Mining Review.

fort. The Indians, if really bent on giving 
trouble, would make a desperate effort to 
obtain possession of the Hudson's Bay fort, 
as thus they would secure arms, ammuni- 
tion und provisions, The Indians in that 
region are pretty well divided against one 


another, and probably some of them wonld 
le with the whiles against their enemies. 
that case the result would probably bea 


bitter Indian war, 

Orrawa 24.—At the militia depart- 
ment it was ascertained that no further 
news had been received regarding the 
Skeena River uprising and it is not expec 
ted for two or thre days until the urrival 
of the ''Caroline™ at Vietoria, where only 
it can Le telegraphed from.
